Dr. Thomson 
Talks to Grads 
On Research 

Examples of Work 
Are Described 
In Address 



In his talk last night on "Hasards 
and Motivés in Research"^ Dr. D. L. 
Thomson gave examples of the 
troubles that a researcih worker 
encounters in { his [ experimenting 
He also stressed his bejlef in re- 
search associations of all types. 

Dr. Thompson first described the 
person who has a motive in doing 
research. He said that a person of 
this type was one who is. constant- 
ly storing up information in his 
mind and one v/ho benefits by the 
experiment. He pointed out that it 
is the duty of research worker to 
be always groping for information 
and to transmit this knowledge and 
thus teach others. At this point Dr. 
Thompson related the' actual mo- 
tives of the research worker. First- 
ly he told of the person who works 
toward the goal of fame and re- 
putation and also the student who 
aims to be modeled on other great 
men.' 

Following this Dr. Thompson ex- 
plained that one docs not have to 
know the result of the. experiment 
before starting because "this leads 
to numerous mistakes. He also ad- 
vised that it the student completes 
an experiment and then has it 
proved wrong afterwards that the 
experiment should be forgotten 
about 

A talk by Dr. .;F. Cyril James on 
'|>ost-war McGill" was announced 
to take place in her near future. 
The outline iof the Graduate Stu- 
dents'. Association's future activi- 
ties were announced. These activi- 
ties will include dances, parties,

Half of Tuition To Be Paid 
By Government in Ontario 



Fifty percent of the gross cost 
of education in Ontario will be 
borne by the provincial gov- 
ernment under a plan outlined 
by Premier Drew Inst night. He 
announced that notices will be 
sent out by the Department of 
Education on Friday to the 
5,827 school boards in the 
province giving details of the 
plan. 

Speaking over a provincial 
network of the CBC, Mr. Drew'

, tion, said the plan Is based upon 
the fundamental principle that 
every child should receive 
equal educational opportunity 
as far as that is possible and 
recognizes strictly the legal 
status of all Ontario schools.

At UBC Appoints 
New Conumttee 



Group to Study 
Student Government 
Of Other Universities 



Vancouver, Dec. 12.— (CUP) — A 
committee set up by the University 
of British Columbia's Student 
Council to study student govern- 
ment in other Canadian and Amer- 
ican universities will present its re- 
port to the UBC student body early 
next term. 

A comparison of systems at other 
universities with that existing at 
UBC was called for last year when 
the AMS .(Students' Society) Coun- 
cil found that the student govern- 
mcnt'at UBC, "although superior in 
some respects, lacks complete fa- 
culty representation on Council". 

"It is a system which worked ex- 
cellently until there were over ISOO 
students and is now outdated," stat- 
ed Dick Bibbs, AMS president. 

Ken Crcighton Is chairman of this 
committee, which is studying the 
constitutions of all the Canadian 
universities as well as Reed College 
in Oregon, University of Wash- 
ington, and other Pacific North- 
western colleges. 

Last year, at the request of Ro- 
bert Whytc, former AMS president, 
a Western University Conference 
was held. 

It was found that both Alberta 
and Saskatchewan have direct 
faculty' representatives on their 
student 'executives. They also have 
directorates of music, dramatics, de- 
bating and publications. 

At Saskatchewan there is also a 
representative from the Theolog- 
ical College. 

"At UBC we have no direct fac- 
ulty representatives on the coun* 
cil," said president Bibbs. "The 
different faculties have .to act 
through the WUS and MUS to 
reach the council". 

However, he said (hat our LSE 
executive Is unique in comparison 
to other equivalent executives. 

Members of the committee will 
each study the constitution of sev- 
eral institutions and compare these 
with the existing students* council 
at UBC. These reports will . be 
studied by all the members of the 
committee. A final report and re- 
commendations wiU be made to 
council.

The course of the war interrupted many 
things, including the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students, but it was never 
quite able to cancel out the activities of Cana 
dian University Press, an association of college 
papers located at pointa all the way from Vap 
couver to Halifax. 

^one of those papers, whethe> dailies, bi 
weeklies, or weeklies, were put out of business; 
mainly, we suitpeot, because they served a very 
necessary- purpose in keeping the various cam 
puses infâmo^and unified. Because the papers 
kept jMt aglC fU.P. also stayed on its feet. 

Since every university sends copies of its 
paper to eve^y other university in Canada, 
under the C.U.P. exchange system, a very in- 
teresting and probably pretty representative 
picture of Canadian college life is available to 
the C.U.P. Editor of any paper which is a mem- 
ber of C.U.P. Unfortunately it is impossible 
for us to reproduce this picture in The Daily, 
even in sketchy fashion, but by dipping sig 
nificant stories and by rapid wire service, some 
0/ the highlights of other colleges' activities can 
be reported. 

In addition, so that ai lèast those studèntp 
who come from the other provinces may av^ll 
thencjselves of the opportunity provided by our 
C.U.P. exchanges, we have made a practice this 
Um of putting out the papers of othèr colleges 
in the Readiing Room of the McGill Union. This 
idea, suggestèd by one of our readers, will not 
only help to allay nostalgic memories of a home 
campufc, but perhaps help C.U.P. in spreading 
the idea among local students that Canada is 
not exactly poor in universitiés. 

In 1942, when a very complete composite 
riport of the annual C.UJ*. National Confer 
éiice was made, it was recorded that 15 Cana 
diân university papers, gerving 25,700 studentB, 
were C.tlJP. members. Since then, the member 
ship has grown to 17, so that C.U.P. now lacks 
only a few, such as Le Carabin of the Univer 
iity of Laval. Of those 17, three are located 
right here in Montreal; The Georgian of Sir 
George Williams College; Le Quartier Latin of 
the U. of Montreal;^ and The Daily. There are 
five universities in the Maritimes, with 400-800 
students each; five in Ontario, including 
Queen's, Toronto, Western, Ottawa, and Mc 
Master; and four in the prairie provinces. 

Soipe 17 universities, with an average of 
ovér 1,706 students per campus, is the C.U.P, 
membership total; almost coinciding with the 
total of Canadian colleges. That may not seem 
very much when compared with the Americap 
wenè, whëré 10,000 stûdènts arè ènrôUed at each 
of many big universities whose names spring 
to mind with familiar case: Columbia, PrinoC' 
ton. Harvard, Duke, Notre Dàrae, Pennsyl- 
vania, Upper and Lower California, and count 
less otl^ers. But for a country of one-tenth the 
population of the U.8., with the same distanefs 
to cover, Canada hasn't made such a bad start 

It is only a start, as can be seen perhAps 
from the dates of foundation' of many of our 
college papers: Dalhousio Gazette, 1809; Argosy 
(Mt. Allison), 1872; Qijeon's Journal, 1873; 
Acadia Athenaëùm, 1874; Brunswickan and 
Toronto Varsity, 1880; Xaverian (St. F. X.), 
189^; Western Gazette, 1907; Alberta Gateway,

Repereutsions of Pure Materialism 

In my last article I made the point that one of 
the most serious repercussions of materialism is that 
it undermines our e.motlonaI attachment to ideas. 
In accordance with the theory ittelf. ot course, one 
is likeliest to arrive Lt Bcientific materialist con- 
elusions as a result ot personal experiences. When 
forced by circumstance to Junk the illusions ot sex> 
ual idealism, ethical idealism, vital idealism (the be- 
lief in life), and aesthetic idealism (which we have 
previously disposed of) then one realizes certain 
things. One realizes that, objectively considered 
there is no deep mystery nor hidden charm about 
sex or the reproductive process, unless one be led 
astray by the prevalent habit of weaving colorful 
tissues of distortion and excuse about our own very 
material bodies, or unless one be too much Involved 
in a love-relationship to be able to reaion at all. 

That objectively considered, not only are all ethi- 
cal codes relaUve, but in our own period to be ethical 
Is to be psychologically unhealthy— the unpardon- 
able (in in the materialist's eyes. Immorality is 
iound objectivé common sense: it is the first thins 
that >ociety demanda of us: and In order to achieve 
full teU expression, tatiafaetion In life,. as well as 
in order to malce one's full, personal contribution to 
society, one must be able cheerfully and without 
acruple to damage a certain number of ono's fellow- 
men. And finally, that objectively considered, life, 
If we expect to find "meaning" In It, la a bad Jolca. 
Space limply does not permit me to go into this 
point thoroughly: therefore let It suffice that the 
unadorned material fact of death is too much for 
anyone to want to face squarely. 

As I have said above, to receive the full Impact 
of materialist theory, it is necessary first that ma- 
terial circumstance have made the faeU true In an 
emotlonàl sense— in other words, one must exper- 
lencè some pretty thorough ipeclfie disillusionmenta 
before ohé can realize fund amcntaily that no con- 
cepts are intrinsically true, and that all is material. 

Once this stage of thought has been attained, and 
one is cleansed of thé last taint of Idealism one bé- 
guins to realize how empty li even our (would-be) 
Intellectual vocabulary, shot through at it la with 
childishly romantic terminology, words borrowed 
from ethical idealism ("Goôd-bâd-greal-smair* etc.) 
or colored with emotion of one sort or another.- One 
loses all patience with the numberless disguised 
manifestations of idealism, which are so Ingrained 
that they are no Ibnger popularly identical as such, 
For instance. It Is quite difficult to keep that ridicu- 
lous word "meaning", loaded with absolute implica- 
tions, from insinuating lUelf into one vocabulary 
somewhere. 

The evolutionary fatalism inextricably bound up 
with materiolism manifests iiself in the ' resultant 
feeling that it Is nonsensical and a paradox to write 
about all these things at all, or, for that matter, to 
indulge in any rational mental activity whatever. 
For the only legitimate abstract function of the brain 
would be to tie down its own behavior to material 
stimuli: and since there is no emotional stimulus 
which would li\terest tu In devoting our mental 
energy to such à taslc, we may as well neglect thinic 
ing completely. The paltry business of deliberately 
going back and Inventing the dreams and Ideals 
necessary for life seems beneath the dignity of any 
sane thinking being. And again the shallowness ot 
our very vocabulary la shown by the fact that even 
the Words used in this last sentence are in them- 
selves void idealist terms, signifying ethicaljdeals: 
Yet we have ho other way of expressing ourselves. 
One more reason for that (of course impossible) 
type's, the consistent materialist's, not bothering to 
express himself at all.

October, 1843, saw the British 
Fifth Army troops entering Naples, 
November, 1943, saw President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill, and Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek holding a five day conference 
in Cairo, the fall of 1943 saw 
thousands of British and American 
plants bombing Germany night and 
day. 

Flans for all these momentous 
affairs were being shaped and re- 
shaptn in the minds of men In the 
city of London- the hub of the 
United NaUons. 

Into this turmoil dropped Yousuf 
Karsh, photographer, from across 
the Atlantic, to capture the world's 
leaders with his camera; to capture 
them at some of the 'most crucial 
points In their careers; to capture 
for all time a record of the men 
who were directing the course of 
events, and shouldering the bur 
dens of an epoch. Most of all he 
tried to interpret each man as an 



Individual, with his own distinct 
and characteristic approach to the 
same fundamenfal problems which 
confronted them all. 

The exhibition which is now hung 
in the Common Room of R.V.C., 
and which will remain open unUl 
December 18th is composed largely 
of the Great Men of Britain who 
sat for Karsh on this same tour of 
1843. Also included are portraits 
which he has taken more recently 
of well known personalities in the 
United States ^d Canada. 

Out of a tour of this nature, 
where the photographer comes into 
contact with some of the outstand- 
ing minds of our day, and with a 
photographer of such keen percep- 
tion as Yousuf Karsh, highly illus* 
trative and amusing Stories aro 
bound to arise. 

Th brlllianee of many of Kersh's 
portraits may depend on what he 
has Just finished saying to his sit- 
ter. 

There is the stoty he tells of the 
Bt Hon. Herbert Morrison, who, 
when Karsh asked ;hlin If he had 
ever been In Canada,' replied, "Only 
passing through for about ten min- 
utes once, I'm afraid." 

"Well that is a shame," Karsh 
exclaimed, "Canada is a magnifi- 
cent counhry, and eertalhly de< 
serves far more than ten minutes 
of your time." 

He grinned, the camera clicked, 
and an intensely human portrait

The banning of this book by the 
Boston Watch and Ward Society 
(ostensibly for obscenity), has ac- 
quired it .the usual unsavoury re- 
putation, and won it many readers 
who would riot otherwise have been 
attracted to it. I am glad to report 
at the outset, that such readers 
must have been disappointed (n 
"Strange Fruit". Such frankness as 
there is In stating the physical facts 
of life is not of a kind to startle 
anyone who has read a novel more 
decent than Trollope|s.-^vij^-., ,. , . 

However, now that the notoriety 
of Miss Smith's novel has more or 
less faded, the merits of the book 
become more evident, and it can 
come into its own as a powerful 
and moving statement of an old 
problem— that of racial conflict in 
the Southern States. While there is 
no doubt where her sympathies lie, 
the author indulges in no hysterical 
breast-beating on behalf of the 
negro. She tells her story simply 
and presents the pireju^tce^ of both 
coloured and white races, with 
scrupulous fairness. 

It is now generally realized that 
intermarriage between the races Is 
the great block of prejudice In 
white mindf. And so Miss Smith's 
story Is about a negro girl, Nonnie, 
and a white man, her lover; of how 
he left her to marry a girl of his 
own race and class; and how the 
girl's brother, learning that she 
was pregnant killed the white man. 
An old enough story. But It Is in 
the handling of her material that 
the author emerges, not only as a 
woman with a message, but as a 
fine artist 

The story Is brought to life in 
two ways; by thé creation of an 
atmosphere of tension and by tlie

As Yousuf Karsh says, "He spolte 
graciously and charmingly, and 
gave me all the time and all the co- 
operation I could have hoped for. 
What should have been an Impos- 
sible portrait became the only series 
of portraits of the so-called "Man of 
Mystery, the - Man no one Knows, 
the unapproachable." 

But for Karsh it was not always 
such easy going. Many an obstacle 
to a photographer was met and had 
to be overcome. 

First there was the question of 
background difficulties as in the 
case of GEORGE BERNARD 
SHAWS portraits. The walls of the 
living room in his London flat 
were chopped up by French win 
dows and book cases And the auth

Considerations 
On English II 

There is a course in English lit- 
erature at McGUI, compulsory for 
every Freshman, through which 
most people pass, their minds out- 
wardly unmarked, but actually 
never quite the same. EssentlaUy 
a reading course, It U known as 
English II, and its conscientious 
students are haggard and red-eyed. 

Nevertheless, a lover of liter- 
ature, an honour student in Eng- 
lish, who ought to know, was re- 
cently hearid to declare English II 
as the best survey of English lit- 
erature among his many courses. 
There must therefore be some pur- 
pose for this agony ot;Trcshmen, 
and the following observations are 
in order. 

No one, obviously, can ever hope 
to read all that has been written 
in the past, 'and Is being written 
at present The bést we can do is 
to cultivate a discriminating taste 
for the best Nor will we ever 
have time for all of the best. We 
must therefore discover what is 
interesUng to us, what we most 
énjoy, and from what we derive 
most benefit This Is one of the 



purposes of English II. But into 
some of us must first be inculcated 
the desire to read. Taking for 
granted the assumption that any- 
one who does not enjoy good read< 
ing ^ is missing a great de&l, Eng- 
lish II is. If for this reason alone, 
a most Important course. 

Now it may be assumed that if 
neither Chaucer, Shakespeare, Ba- 
can nor Byron, nor any ot the auth< 
ors from the sixth to the twentieth 
century arc of interest to us, it is 
not Shakespeare who is lacking. 
It might even be that the fault la 
in ourselves. 

English II is a good coune. It 
may be a good idea to read some 
of it, and find out, and to remember 
that since many people have for- 
merly found a wealUi of Interest 
in Chaucer, great drama In Mar- 
lowe, inspiration In the "Falrie 
Queen" and ' enjoyment even in 
"Utopia," it is a mistake to banish 
from your life every work which 
might have appeared on the English 
II reading lists.

They were very beautiful 
prints", Karsh explains, "but I had 
no desire to have a halo ot them 
around Shaw's head. "After some 
discussion I won my point, but to 
set a simple background I had to 
borrow a plain screen from the 
General Housekeeper for tha 
whole block of flats." 

Often this same problem had to 
be solved by tacking up an army 
blanket which he carried around 
London with him for this purpose. 
But he preferred not to use it tin' 
less absolutely necessary. 

One experlencQwlth backgrounds 
almost ended in disaster. It. was 
when Madame Chiang Kai-shek 
was in Ottawa delivering her speech 
before Parliament Not wishing to 
pose China's First Lady before the 
heavy panelling which had looked 
«0 well behind Churchill, Karsh 
remembered an oriental screen at 
Prime Minister King's home, and 
decided it would surely provide the 
right background. 

Just In time he learned to his 
horror that the screen was Japan- 
ese and had been sent to Canada 
long before the ^var by the Can- 
adian Minister to 3«pm. 

Electrical problems weore also 
baffling at times, when photo 
graphing the people in their homes 
and offices, It was .usually neces- 
sary to use stronger fuses and to 
plug the lamps Into different 
rooms to divide the current But 
then plugs on electrical apparatus 
are not standardized in the British 
Isles as they are in Canada and 
the United States. 

"They may have one, or two, or 
even three prongs, vertical or hor- 
izontal, why, there are innumera 
ble variations on the same theme," 
Karsh explained Incredulously, "So 
that by the time I was ncaring the 
end at my tour I was carrying 
around sizeable boxes of assorted 
plugs,|to;,^W^noydng . of all my 
lampsand reflectors ahid other pho- 
tographic equipment." 

"So when I was taking a portrait 
of LORD WOOLTON, who is, by 
the way, one of the most benevol- 
ent looking men in Britain, and the 
MinisteF of Reconstruction, I left 
him with the suggestion that he do 
something about this problem in 
his post war plans." 

Beside technical problems, there 
were, of course, those which could 
noi'be approached from a scientific 
point of view. There were the dlf- 
licullies which the sitters them- 
selves presented, the most notable 
exainple being that ot G. B. SHAW. 

Yousuf Karsh, his eyes glinting 
with amusement as he remembered 
the episode, explained: 

"Shaw himself was bound he 
would be a problem. He was, and 
then— he v/ss not He had made up 
his mind he was going to place 
obstacles in my way when I went 
to interview him; he could not' see 
why. I wanted to n^ke his portrait 
The best caricatures of himself, he 
said, he had seen in a mirror. Ar- 
menians, ho thought, should be cx- 
terminated_ onM in V,,wh to keep 
them strohg'^and healthy. And the 
trouble with painters, he explain- 
ed, is that they put far loo much of 
themselves Into their work, which 
is the reason portraits of himself 
make him look as if he took spirits. 

"Then he' thought that perhaps I 
could have five minutes to take his 
portrait but that nothing was to be 
moved In his flat Other photograph' 
ers had disrupted the whole place, 
blown every fuse and altogether 
upset his whole day. And so It went 
on. 

"The next day I spent an hour 
and a half taking the portrait and 
believe it or not, he asked me to 
come back, and take him again 
when he had turned ninety! 
% In this portrait J. B. Shaw, 
YoUEUf Karsh has caught in essence 
all the biting sarcasm and caustic 
wit with which he has lashed the 
British people, and hurled at the 
world for over half a century. It is, 
without a .doubt one of the finest 
prints in the exhibition. 

When photographing H. G. Wells, 
Mr. Karsh happened to mention 
that he had taken a portrait of G. 
B. S. 

"Not again!" Wells explained. 
"Every photographer who had ever 
lived, had taken a picture of Shaw, 
and when future generations dig 
through the ruins of London, they'll 
unearth photographs of Shaw and 
Shaw and more Shaw — and worst 
of It is, that they'll think him the 
typical Englishman! 

Another problem which kept 
•rising, and over which a photo 
grapher has no control, is the ques- 
tion of time. Lord Bcaverbrook, 
for one, arrived an hour late for his 
appointment and could only give 
Karsh five minutes. Finally he was 
persuaded that nothing good was 
ever accomplished in so short a time 
and he consented to sit for a longer 
period. But restlessly, he kept 
Jumping up to phone an assistant 
or a secretary, until Karsh was 
quite frantic. iÉ^^Éj 

nnally, he got U^SStUd and 



asked him a question about his 
work. 'Beaverbrook half rose In hit 

chair, assumed a thoughtful atti- 
tude and the camera clicked. 

Sometimes, though, the five min- 
utes was never extended. LORD 
LOUIS MOUNTBATTEN, for ex- 
ample, posed for ilx photographers 
In turn In but 'half an hour. This 
just before he left to take over his 
Far Eastern Command. They drew 
lots and Karsh photographed him 
first framed in a great gilt doorway 
in his own office. Similar were 
the circumstances concerning . the 
photographing "WINSTON 
CHURCHILL and of MADAME 
CHANG JCAI SHEK. 

"Then there are some people who 
are a sheer delight to photograpb;" 
Karsh maintains. In this category 
he places Noel Coward and Paul 
Robeson, nie former is the ex' 
ception to his statement that male 
actors are the most difficult people 
he knows to photograph because 
they are so self-conielous. 

One of the portraits Yousuf 
Karsh himself loves best it that Of 
PAÙL RÔBESON. Inspired by his 
singing, Mr. and Madame Karsh 
went backstage after one of his 
concerts and invited him to pose at 
the Ottawa Studio. Simply, he 
answered, 
"And I don't see why not". 
During the sitting on the follow- 
ing day a newspaper reporter In' 
terviewed him while Karsh was 
taking photographs. Her first ques 
tion was: 

"Is It true Mr. Robeson that you 
sent your son to Russia to be 
educated because you have com- 
munist sympathies?" 

The groat negro singer threw 
back his head and laughed. Onle 
again Karsh clicked the camera and 
recorded a picture which is almost 
symbolic of the whole negro race 
on this continent Out of the dark- 
ness of his background shines his 
spirit^that spirit so characteristic 
of his people, whose very sim- 
plicity gives each man the inward 
strength with w^ich to face yet 
another day. 

Later Paul Robeson hummed 
and sang songs, even as Piatrigor- 
sky played his 'cello in the studio, 
at a concert for one— except that 
with the 'cellist Karsh remember 
ed to phone his wife and left the 
receiver down so that she might 
hear the musician as he played. 

In these portraits, Karsh has let 
his sitters melt into the background 
so that the light may concentrate 
on head and hands. Yousuf Karsh's 
aim is to portray people as indivi- 
dual personalities who are reveal' 
ed first of all through their face 
and their hands. Because so, he 
treats clothes as coniparatively in> 
significant 

And as Yousuf Karsh himself at' 
tests more elouently: 

'Thotographing famous people 
has brought me quite a number of 
reactions—sheer exasperation, great 
admiration and respect, much love 
for these overworked and overex- 
tended personalities and a very 
grèat humility, when I think of 
their achievements in the face of 
terrific odds, my one wish is to re 
cord them as they really are."

ditiontented'with' — these 

are real human beings; their pro- 
blems absorb the reader from the 
start More a symbol than a real 
character is Nonnle's lover Tracy, 
a spineless young man dominated 
by, his mother. In his alternate 
weakness and cruelty, he stands for 
the degenerate whlte\ man of the 
South. 

To my mind; t}ie only weak por- 
trayal is that of Nonnle herself. As 
a beautiful, quiet and gentle girl, 
in the tragic predicament of being 
•almost white", she wins the read- 
er's sympathy. But her suffering at 
Tracy's hands is understated: we 
are given no really poignant sense 
of what she feels or thinks. She 
moves through the story like a 
lovely and pathetic statue. The full 
Implications ot her relations with 
Tracy, from its idyllic beginning to 
its tragic end, are seen through Bes- 
sie's eyes— an observer not nearly 
as Intelligent or sensitive as Non- 
nle, It seems to me that here Miss 
Smith missed a golden opportunity 
to route pity— deep pity on Non- 
nle's account As it is, she is a 
pathetic rather than a truly tragic 
figure. 

On the whole, howevor, I think 
that "Strange Fruit" is an excep- 
tionally good novel, Judged by pre- 
sent-day standards. It states a pro- 
blem with honesty; it brings that 
problem vividly to life In terms of 
human beings. And somehow, out 
of the dark, hot atmospKore of the 
South, it creates a brooding sense 
of danger, hatred and cruelty 
which, for all its ugllnest, has a 
strange kind of beauty.

MEET THE "DUKE OF TRALËE " 

Roger Bresnahan, The "Man in the Iron Mask" 
Was One of the Greatest Catchers of All Time 



Not air of baseball's immortals 
•re in Cooperstown's Hall of Fame 
and one man richly deserving a 
place, with the super-stars of the 
sport Is Roger Bresnahan, the Duke 
of Tralee.-w*o died the other day. 
Old Roge tanks as one'ot the gmU 
est ctWiers^rt lrll time-both .John 
McOwiw'''^^«nd'' Branch Rickey 
claimed he was the best of them all 
—and the colorful, swashbuckling 
Man in the Iron Mask definitely 
belongs in the niche alongside his 
old batteiy-mate, Christy Mathew- 
son. lïie Duke of Tralee was quite 
an athlete, so fast and fleet afoot 
tfcat McGraw g&ve him the unpre- 
cedented (for a catcher) distinction 
of being his lead-off man. Bresna- 
han didn't fail him either because 
he once, stole 34 bases, an extra^ 
■ordinary total for a receiver. 

It has been related before how 
he happened to become a catcher 
in the first place. But it can bear 
repeating. Roge was pitching for 
the Baltimore Orioles around the 
turn of thé century. Wilbert Rob- 
inson, the seemingly indestructible 
one, was *ut with a broken finger. 
Vb9_ second-stringer was sidelined 



with a heavy cold and the kme- 
armed third-stringer couldn't even 
reach Bresnahan on the mound 
with his return throws. 

RETORT DISCOURTEOUS , 
Roge was getting annoyed at 
scooping the ball out of the dirt. 
Being a hot-headed Irishman, he 
growled over to that other hot- 
headed Irishman, John McGraw, 
"Why don't you get us a catcher?" 

The Little Napoleon strolled over 
from his third-base post. "If you're 
so smart, Roge,'! he barked with 
biting sarcasm, "why don't you 
catch yourself?" 

Impetuously, Bresnahan scaled 
away his finger mitt and moved 
into the catching spot This awak- 
ened Iron Man McGtnnlty from a 
quiet snooze on the bench, McGin- 
nity taking over as pitcher while 
Hoge assumed a catcher's role 
whidh was to . gain him lasting 
fame. , 

Most of it came as receiver for 
Matty. The Duke of Tralee was a 
key man in the 1905 world series 
when he batted .313 and caught 
four shutouts. Matty spun three of 



them, McGinnlty the other, while 
the lone Giant setback also came 
by the- shut-out method as Chief 
Bender blanked the New Yorkers 
for thie Athletics in the ' strangest 
series of them .aU. i 

•Roge and Matty 

If you listened to the Duke of 
Tralee long enough, you'd almost 
think that the famous battery of 
Mathewson and Bresnahan travel- 
ed down a one-way street, - with 
Matty deserving all the credit But 
Roge had his share of their suc- 
cess in calling the pitches and 
handling the Giant wonder-workor 
in flawless style. 

In a baseball way it was impos- 
sible to separate Matty and Roge. 
Certanly they belong together In 
the Hall of Fame. It would have 
been nice if the fiery Duke of 
Tralee had been placed in Cooper- 
stown while he still lived. But It is 
not too late even now. His death 
focusca attention on his greatness 
as a catcher and, when the next 
nominations are made. Bresnahan 
deserves to be moved up alongside 
the Matty be admired and loved.
